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THE LIBERAL GOVERNMENT, 


The telegrams from London on the reject- 
ion of Mr. Birrell’s Bill by the Dublin Convent- 
ion clearly show from the chagrin of the 
Ministerial Press om the blow is the bitterest 
that the Government has yet sustained. As 
the “Spectator” remarked recently, no impartial 
observer of current politics can review the 
position of the Government withoit coming to 
the conclusion that it is one of difficulty, if 
not, indeed, of danger. It is true that they 
still command immense majorities in the 
House of Commons, and that whenever the 
full voting force of the party is put in motion 
‘| they can carry their measures or their resoln- 
tions by overwhelming numbers. This, how- 
ever, must not blind us to the fact that 
(rovernmen‘s, apparently quite as strong in 
outward strength, have fallen from internal 
dissensions, or from a kind of feverish confu- 
sion which has brought them to an end no 
one exactly knows how or why. 

Lord Rosebery the other day warned the 
(Government that they were in danger of 
offending simultaneously both of the cainps 
into whieh their supporters are divided. They 
were not going far enough with the extremists 
to gain their loyal support, and yet going far 
enough with them to alienate the moderate 
section of the Liberal Party. Every day this 
fact is being brooght more clearly into prom- 
inence. For example, the policy adopted in 
regard to old-age pensions bas filled moderate 
Liberals with alarm, whi'e at the same time it 
is scouted as amockery and delusion by the 
Labour Party. Nor can we wonder that this is 
so. We see old-age pension proposals defended, 
not on their merits, but on the ground that it 
would not be safe to allow the Tariff Reformers 
to associate the cause of old-age pensions with 
Protection. A method of treating great sovial 
and political questions so fundamentally dis- 
honest cannot but bring disaster to those who 
adopt it. Look, again, at the attitude of the 
Government towards land legislation. Bills like 
the Scotch Land Bill now before the House are 
spreading alarm among moderate Liberals 
throughout the country, not merely because 
they are predatory, but even more because they 
are thoroughly unpractical. Yet these proposals, 
though they alienate moderate support, by no 
means win the whole-hearted approval of the 
Socialist and Labour extremjsts. In the same 
way, we have little doubt that when the 
Government plan for dealing with the House 
of Lords is produced, it will be found to alarm 
moderate opinion profoundly, without satisfying 
those who wish to see the House of Commons 
armed with the unchecked and uncontrolled 
powers wielded by the Convention in the 
French Revolution,—a body, that is, whose 
mere resolutions are at once clothed with the 
might and majesty of the law.

THE RAS EL-TIN SPEECHES.

DELAY OF PUBLICATION. 


—_— 


“[tis very remarkable,” acorrespondent writes, 
“that both the speeches of the Khedive and 
Sir Eldon Gorst at the ceremony at Ras el-Tin 
Palace on Thursday week were telegraphed 
to London by Reuter’s Agency at Cairo on 
the same day as they were delivered at Alex- 
andria. Yet the speeches did not appear in the 
local newspapers until the following Saturday.” 
The writer concludes that this either reflects 
discredit on the enterprise of the newspapers 
in Egypt or that “political reasons” necessitat- 
ed the speeches being first telegraphed — to 
London. | 

We may state that as soon as the ceremony 
Was over we, and our local contemporaries, 
made au application for copies of the texts 


of the speeches both to the Alexandria 
Gouvernorat and the British Consulate at 
Alexandria. We were informed that no 


copies of the speeches existed for distri- 
bution to the local Press. At that time we were 
not aware that on that very day copies of the 
actual speeches had been telegraphed to London, 
and this tact was not known until the London 
newspapers of yesterday week arrived by the 
Brindisi nail. On the day following the cere- 
mony we again applied for a copy of the texts, 
but were unsuccessful, and it was not until 
Saturday morning that we received an offieial 
intimation from the Alexandria Gouvernorat 
that the eopies of the two speeches were ready 
for distribution to the local Press. The text of 
the speeches accordingly appeared in’ the 
Alexandrian newspapers published on that 
Saturday afternoon. Yet they had been com- 
the London newspapers late 
on ‘Thursday night in order to be published 


municated to 


the following morning. The enterprise — of 
the local Press cannot justly be held to 
be at fault in the imatter, for no reporters 


were admitted to the ceremony at Ras el-Tin 
Palace and all applications to the authorised 
othcinl sources for copies of the speeches were 
tuet with a strictly “non possumus” attitude. 

Now it is to be noted that there is not the 
slightest discrepancy between the texts as 
purported to have been despatehed on Thurs- 
day from Cairo by Reuter’s Agency and as 
communicated to the local newspapers on 
Saturday. The textual criticism of the Khe 
dive’s speech as yiven in the London papers 
in English, and as giveu to the local papers 
in French, shows that the two versions tally 
exactly. ‘The speeches, as our readers are 
aware, are of the ordinary conventional type 
usual at such ceremonies as the presentation of 
an exequatur, What then was thereason forthe 
extraordinary reticence in disclosing the speeches 
to the local Press, and why had the texts to be 
first despatched to London ? There is only one 
conclusion to be drawn and that is that the 
original textof the speeeches had to be sent to 
England before permission could be obtained 
for their publication. The telegram was received 
in London on Thursday and the authorised 
versions as given to the newspapers in England 
were sanctioned the same day. The “impri- 
mati” was then despatched by cable to Egypt 
aud the identical versions were subsequently 
given out to the local newspapers. It would be 
foolish to indulge in any speculations as to 
Whether any reasons of state necessitated 
certain emendations in the original text. We 
would depreeate any such surmises, but on the 
other hand it is evident that the loeal Press 
Was not at fanlt owing to lack of enterprise in 
this instanee. [In eertain cases official news 
shonld not be at once imparted to the news- 
pipers and the authorities are fully justified 
in such cases in witholding news from the 
Press, which, if published might run counter 
to the interests of the state.

A POLICY OF SECRET SOCTETIES. 


The Coptie vernacular daily newspaper of 
Cairo, “Al Watan,” published the following 
article in its issue of yesterday's date :— 

We are evidently in bad times. Things 
that were alien to the Egyptian mind up to a 
recent date are now the craze in certain quar- 
ters and with some persons rushing blindly 
and heedlessly to their fate. Among the evils 
formerly unknown, but now, extant in the land 
is the curse of secret’ societies reported in our 
columns this week and referred to in plain 
terms by some of our confréres, an evil which 
may spread and lead ta the direst of conse- 
quences, unless denounced and fonght at 
the outset by all moral and lawful means. 

No smoke can ever be without fire, and no 
news reiterated at intervals and commented 
upon for years can be without foundation. Our 
readers may remember that complaints were 
made of the doings of certain sheikhs or indi- 
viduals in various parts of the country during 
the last three years. The complainants always 
referred to secret ineetings and sinister designs, 
but in every case of this description the 
Nationalist Press hastened to contradict the 
news and inform the public that the persons 
complained of were the noblest and most 
innocent of men, and that their secret: meetings 
were actually open and simple from all points 
of view. Every political or racial agitation was 
denied as soon as the news came to light, yet 
the same story crops up every now and then 
with increased vigour and accumulating evid- 
ence of truth. The last story comes from Beni- 
Suef whither two prominent Nationalist are said 
to have repaired during the current week and 
where some stir and suspicion followed in their 
wake. 

The local observers saw in the visit of these 
two Nationalist leaders from Cairo signs of 
agitation anil have reasons to believe that the 
deputies preached sedition to the predominant 
sect in Beni-Suef. If natural or logical de- 
duetions can be relied upon in such eases the 
Beni-Suef - correspondents are right in’ con. 
eluding that a secret society is being formed 
in Cairo with branches in every city or pro- 
vineial town with the object of spreading the 
MAtionalist propaganda and strengthening the 
hand of the persons who age hurling Egypt 
into the pit of revolution in search of power 
and gain. 

While preparing this article for publication 
we were visited by a friend who has been a 
careful observer tor years in Upper Egypt and 
who is an authority on the real condition of 
the country and the feelings of its people. He 
is of opinion that secret societies are now being 
formed im several towns and that a general 
hoyeott of all that is British is among their 
principal aims, Christians in general will suffer 
if these societies are allowed to spread and 
grow, Newspapers owned by Nationalists will 
alone be patronised ; British officials will be as 
much as possible opposed and persecuted in a 
subtle and mystie way ; British goods will be 
discarded and boyeotted everywhere ; Euro- 
peans in yeneral will be fonght in their daily 
avocations by the combined efforts of the 
Nationalists in league, and so forth. 

This may be an exaggerated picture of the 
case ; but that secret societies are now being 
formed for purposes detrimental to the eause 
of reform and to the interests of Christians 
and foreigners in Egypt there is no doubt. 
Matters may come to a serious muddle unless 
firm and strong measures are resorted to by 
the authorities without delay. Every step taken 
in ae to prevent the spread of the evil. 
will be more than a hundred steps taken after 
the storm.

Aged Women in Charlestown, $200 to the 
Greek Church of Boston, and $8,000 each to 
Eva Jellical School and the Scharalambor 
Hospital in Smyrna, Turkey.

Also there 
have been no profits to show froin investments 
which last year amounted to a considerable 
sum. 


Freight, 


The competition on all sides has rendered 
this branch of the company’s business the 
deast profitable ; rates have now been cut down 
to the lowest possible figure consistent with 
running on a paying basis. The conditions 
how existing’ must equally affect all other 
competing companies and by the policy 
of cutting rates the public alone benefit. 
The experiment in connection with the em- 
ployment of sailing barges has not beena 
success, chiefly owing to the difficulty of con- 
trolling the time spent on each voyage, the 
native crews preferring, while drawing regular 
pay, to loiter on the way. The directors are 
now considering the best means of dealing with 
the situation. 


Reserve Fund. 


The investments appear in the balance sheet 
at cost price, Owing to the crisis through

ROWING ON THE NILE, 
(From a CoRRESPONDENT), 

We, on taking up our abode in a strange 
country, naturally look round to see what 
chance we have of pursuing our favourite 
sports, and we generally manage to satisfy 
ourselves in one form or another. The rowing” 
man, however, on coming to Egypt finds that 
there is no facility to continue what is at the 
same time one of the finest and healthiest of 
English sports. He has been told probably 
before leaving the Thames; or whatever river 
he has done his rowing on, that the Nile is 
jot at all adapted to his form of sport ; he is 
tiiteatened with certain death by drowning 
should he venture on its waters ; he is told 
that no light boat can live in this same water ; 
and that, even if she could, the acids in the 


‘water of the Nile would soon perish her, should 


she otherwise survive. 

That all this is a fallacy those who have 
tried are willing and able to. show, and ina 
country where so many different forms of 
sport are indulged in, and where exercise is 
essential from a health point of view, it seems 
a great pity that so fine a sport as iowing 
should not find its place. We know Indian 
rivers become impossible at some times of the 
year, and in this respect the Nile is no excep- 
tion. When the river isin flood no waterman 
would venture on it ina racing craft, but at 
other times the writer fails see that it presents 
much greater difficulties than other rivers, 
What could be more perfect from a rowing- 
man’s point of view than the Nile as we some- 
times see it now, veritably as.calm as the 
proverbial mill pond? [t cannot be denied that 
at times, when the wind blows from the North, 
the Nile they’becomes ‘sufficiently rough to 
seriously addace a light boat, unless the 
greatest care is used in manipulating it, but 
when this is .the case we have the Bahr- 
el-Aamah to which we can retire-in com- 
fort. The winter has never yet seen this 
branch too rough to practise on, and should 
it ever become s80,,which is doubtful; there is 
still another reach more sheltered than the 
latter where the oarsman and sculler may 
seek refuge, and that is the stretch ot 
water between Rodah Island and the main- 
land. :

EGYPT'S NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


Egypt has a large number of neglected 
children.’ They are not of one race, nor are 
their parents of one religion. But as there are 
many more Moslems than others in Egypt, so 
are there more neglected Moslems than other 
children. Many of the leading philanthropic 
men who are interested in the poor have 
thought that something should be done for such 
neglected outcasts. It is proposed to gather 
them inté homes, ed, clothe, and educate 
them, and give them*‘a means of livelihood. 
The clagses from which selections will be made 
are :—orphans, children of the destitute poor, 
reformatory children, children of criminals. 

A preliminary step in all such schemes has 
been the erectién of temporary shelters or 
night refuges at Which a morning meal is given 
to those whio have lodged the night, witha 
labour yard attached to the refuge, where 
those benefited are able to make a return for 
the expense incurred. The advantages of these 
refuges in the early stages of such work as is 
contemplated is that vagrant children can be 


registered and classified, some being returned 
to relatives, and only the worst eases kept for 
the permanent homes. 

It is fully believed that this scheme, thus 
briefly outlined, will have the national support. 
As a commenéementand nucleus the Govern- 
ment have expressed their willingness to hand 
over the present orphanage at Boulae to the 
society, provided that the waifs sent by the 
authoritiés are accepted, even for temporary 
housing. (Communicated by the Ragged Nchool 
Union and Shaftesbury Society).

With a view to the avoidance of illega lities- 
in connection with the proceedings of conrts 
martial the Army Council has issued instrue- 
tions to be laid down before all courts mart- 
ial when assembled. The points to which attent- 
ion is particularly directed are (a) — Members 
of courts martial in cases of desertion must not 
have previously served on the Court of Inquiry 
on illegal absence, upon which the charge 
of desertion is founded, (b)—Men mast not be 
charged under the 32nd Section of the Army 
Act when the offence is one which comes 
under the 33rd Section (c)—Care must be 
taken that members of the Court have not 
less than the regulated service. (1) — Trial of 
men exempt under the l01st Section of the 
Army Act, which limits the offences for which 
a soldier can be tried after three years from 
the date of the offence, to those of mutiny, 
desertion, or fraudulent enlistment. 


Following the prohibition of “The Mikado,” 
the Home Secretary has issued instructions to 
the local authorities to draw the attention of 
managers of theatres, music halls, and circuses 
the undesirability of permitting on the stage 
anything calculated to cast ridicule on the 
wearers of his Majesty’s uniform, or which 
may have a tendency to affect recruiting. This 
is straining at the gnat and swallowing a camel 
when a full blown agency is at work in Ireland 
to prevent Irishmen from joining the army and 
navy, and the local authorities there seem to 
be asleep.

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AN INTERESTING FIND. 


Sir Norman Lockyer’s investigations of stone 
circles put back Phoenician influence in Britain 
to a very early period, but material proofs of 
intercourse between Europe and_ this island 
are few. Mr. W. Dale showed at the Royal 
Society's Soirée a cordoned bucket or cist of 
bronze which affords a fairly definite proof that 
such intercourse existed as early as 700 B.C. 
The bucket is of North Italian manufacture, 
and is similar to specimens found at Halstatt 
and in other parts of Europe as far as Hanover, 
but never before in Britain. It has quite 
recently been proved that some brooches which 
are in museums and in private hands, and 
which have been found in England, must have 
come from North Italy in the Early Iron Age 
of Europe. The bron%e bucket which was found 
at Weybridge last month while a shaft was 
being sunk’for the purposes of the very modern 
invention of a motor track confirms this theory 
of a 3,000 year-old British commerce in a 
remarkable way
